This  is  a  condensed  account  of  the  operations  of  the  agents  of  this 
Society  for  one  year.  This  brief  view  of  it  gives  no  adequate 
idea  of  the  amount  of  practical  Christianity  it  indicates.  Visits  of 
sympathy  and  consolation  to  the  poor,  relief  to  those  ready  to  perish , 
food  to  the  starving,  clothing  to  the  naked,  medicine  to  the  sick,  care  of 
deserted  children,  and  all  such  works,  as  are  here  mentioned,  have  a 
value  which  is  not  measurable  by  any  known  standard. 

The  agents,  too,  during  the  past  Summer,  were  able  to  aid  very 
materially  in  giving  the  benefits  of  the  Children’s  Free  Excursion 
to  the  Park  to  worthy  families,  who  would  otherwise  have  been 
neglected. 

These  operations,  however,  do  not  exhaust  the  capabilities  of  the 
Society.  With  the  machinery  in  its  present  working  order,  were  the 
funds  forthcoming,  the  amount  of  aid  extended  to  the  needy  and  worthy 
poor  of  this  great  city  might  be  indefinitely  increased.  Its  collections 
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for  the  past  year  show  a  decided  advance  over  several  preceding  ones  ; 
but  still  the  demands  made  upon  it  are  greater  than  can  be  fully  met, 
with  its  present  income.  Hence  we  come  again,  with  an  earnest  appeal 
to  you  for  increased  subscriptions,  and  for  larger  donations  in  money, 
food,  material,  and  cast-off  clothing,  for  the  extension  of  this  good  work. 

The  past  history  of  this  Society,  extending  over  thirty-nine  years  of 
successful  missionary  and  beneficent  work,  under  your  own  eyes,  in  this 
city,  is  a  guarantee  that  your  benefactions  will  be  dispensed  with  pru¬ 
dence  and  discriminating  judgment.  And  the  systematized  mode  of 
operations  secures  an  economy  of  management  which  will  be  found  to 
compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  institution  of  similar  nature. 

The  Home  Missionary  Society  has  always  acted  upon  the  idea  that  it  is 
better  to  depend  upon  systematic,  skillful  and  experienced  agents,  suita¬ 
bly  compensated  for  their  services,  and  who  are  able  to  discriminate 
between  the  worthy  and  unworthy  poor,  rather  than  to  employ  those 
whose  sympathies  and  inexperience  may  render  them  easily  imposed 
upon,  or  whose  judgment  may  be  at  fault,  even  if  their  services  can 
be  obtained  without  cost. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  operations  extend  over 
the  whole  city,  in  this  respect  differing  from  most  other  aid  societies, 
whose  fields  are  confined  to  certain  districts.  On  this  account,  and 
because  of  the  exceptional  hard  times,  arising  from  so  many  men  and 
women  being  unable  to  obtain  work  of  any  kind,  owing  to  complete  or 
partial  stoppage  of  factories,  and  the  general  depression  of  business, 
we  have,  at  the  present  time,  an  unusual  large  number  of  applicants 
for  help. 

The  present  winter  promises  to  be  a  hard  one  with  the  poor.  The 
Almshouse  is  already  overcrowded.  We  hear  constantly  of  crime 
committed,  to  secure  a  sentence  of  imprisonment,  to  bridge  over  the 
cold  season.  Let  it  be  considered,  that  we  cannot  afford  to  ignore  these 
indications.  There  is  a  strong  responsibility  resting  upon  us  that  we 
render  help,  now,  when  it  is  so  much  needed. 

This  Society  enables  you  to  give  succor  in  thousands  of  cases  which, 
individually,  you  could  never  reach.  You  are  invited  to  co-operate 
with  it,  by  donations,  but  more  especially  by  subscriptions,  which  will 
identify  you  with  its  membership.  Five  dollars  annually,  or  fifty  dol¬ 
lars,  paid  at  any  one  time,  will  constitute  any  one  a  member,  and  give 
him  a  voice  in  the  management  of  its  affairs.  You  are  invited  to 
visit  it.  The  books  of  the  Society  are  always  open  for  examination 
at  its  office,  533  Arch  Street,  so  that  at  any  time  its  practical  workings 
can  be  inspected.  Cards  are  issued  to  contributors,  upon  application, 
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which,  given  to  any  applicant  for  help,  on  the  street  or  elsewhere,  will 
secure  to  the  holder  the  attention  of  one  of  our  agents,  and  needed 
assistance,  if,  upon  investigation,  they  prove  worthy. 

A  very  important  part  of  our  work  has  been,  for  years  past,  assum¬ 
ing  the  care  of,  and  binding  out  of  children,  given  over  by  their  parents 
either  by  desertion,  or  through  stress  of  circumstances.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  received  increased  powers  in  this  direction  from  the 
courts,  which  legalize  more  thoroughly  our  claims  to  all  children  given 
into  our  charge.  Christian  homes  are  found  for  the  little  ones,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  the  country,  and  we  maintain  a  constant  oversight  of  them 
through  our  agents,  who  visit  them  from  time  to  time.  This  organization 
is  the  first  in  the  city  which  has  ever  undertaken  this  branch  of  work 
with  children,  and  it  has  placed  in  comfortable  homes  over  two 
thousand  children,  taken,  usually,  from  degrading  surroundings  and 
placed  in  situations  where  they  are  likely  to  grow  up  useful  Christian 
members  of  society.  The  amount  of  good  already  accomplished 
in  this  one  direction  alone,  is  inestimable.  Every  year  it  grows 
upon  our  hands,  and  we  commend  it  to  your  consideration  and  hearty 
support,  as  a  valuable  means  of  alleviating  distress  and  accomplishing 
great  good  to  the  community  and  to  the  individual. 

We  thankfully  acknowledge,  the  receipt,  during  the  past  year,  of  two 
amounts  left  to  us  as  bequests  in  the  last  wills  of  friends  of  the  Society. 
And  we  here  respectfully  suggest  that  no  fitter  medium  for  doing  good 
can  present  itself,  than  this  organization.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
“The  Hojie  Missionary  Society  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.” 
And  by  that  name,  style  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure, 
to  make  contracts  relating  to  the  Institution,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title,  be  capable 
of  holding,  purchasing  and  taking  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  fur  the 
use  of  the  Corporation,  with  power,  whenever  deemed  necessary,  to  sell, 
convey,  or  mortgage  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  provided,  the  annual 
income  of  said  estate,  exclusive  of  annual  contributions,  and  the  value 
of  any  real  estate  bought  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  for  any  other  purpose  than  that 
for  which  the  Association  is  formed. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  such  manner  as  shaH  be  provided 
by  its  By-Laws. 

Sec.  2.  The  operations  of  this  Association,  (so  far  as  respects  relief 
to  the  poor,  etc.,)  shall  be  conducted  without  regard  to  the  religious 
opinions  of  those  who  may  have  need  of  its  aid.

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ARTICLE  III. 

The  annual  contribution  of  five  dollars  will  enable  any  one  to 
embership.  become  a  member  °f  this  Society,  and  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars  at 
any  one  time  will  constitute  a  life  membership  :  and  at  any  duly  con- 
Qiiorum.  vened  meeting  of  the  Association,  fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Association  shall  be  conducted  by  twenty- 
seven  managers,  who  shall  be  chosen  at  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  following  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution.  At  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  following,  they  shall  by  lot  divide 
themselves  into  three  divisions,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to  serve  for 
Managers,  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  at  every  subsequent 
Annual  Meeting,  nine  Managers  shall  be  chosen  to  fill  the  places  of 
the  retiring  portion  of  the  Board.  The  annual  election  shall  occur  in 
the  month  of  December,  of  any  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  determine. 

Sec.  2.  The  Managers,  so  chosen,  shall  from  time  to  time,  have 
"fficers.  p0wer  to  elect,  from  their  own  body,  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  each  to 
serve  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  3  They  shall  have  power  to  employ  such  persons  as  may  be

necessary  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

It  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  for  the  Managers  of  the  Society,  in  their 
discretion,  to  receive  any  homeless  or  needy  child  or  children,  in  order 
to  rescue  them  from  want  or  shame,  and  temporarily  care  for  and  fur¬ 
nish  them  with  food,  clothing  or  shelter,  and  also  to  provide  the  means 
for  imparting  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  instruction  adapted  to 
children,  the  culture  of  the  ignorant  and  neglected  under  their  care,  and  when 
children  shall  be  voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  care  of  said  Managers, 
by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by  their  mother,  or 
by  their  guardian  or  other  jrerson  having  the  control  of  such  children, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Managers  to  procure  homes  for  and  to  place 
such  children  with  persons  of  good  moral  character,  to  be  cared  for 
and  trained  for  usefulness,  and  may,  when  in  their  discretion  it  shall 
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appear  proper,  bind  such  children  as  apprentices,  according  to  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  to  such  persons, to  learn  such  trades  and  employ¬ 
ments,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Managers,  will  be  most  conducive 
to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such  children,  and  the  said  Managers 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  provide  homes  for  or  to  bind 
such  children,  in  their  discretion,  to  and  with  such  person  or  persons 
residing  in  or  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  may  apply  therefor. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  adopt  such  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations,  for  the  government  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  pro. 
video,  that  they  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  By-Laws. 
United  States,  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  Pennsylvania,  or  this 
Charter. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Any  alteration  of  this  Constitution  not  inconsistent  herewith  may  be 
made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  provided,  the  proposed  alterations  be  stated  Amendments, 
and  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing,  at  least  one  month 
before  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon- 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Sec.  1.  The  Stated  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Friday  of  January.  April,  July  and  October,  in  each 
Sspeciai'd  year’  at  8UCh  time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined,  from  time  to  time, 
Meetings,  by  resolution  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  at 
the  written  request  of  five  members,  to  convene  special  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

Quorum.  Sec.  2.  Seven  members  being  present,  at  any  duly  convened  meeting 
of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  till  all  vacancies  that  may  occur 
in  their  body,  during  the  interim  of  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4.  At  their  first  stated  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
officers,  the  society,  they  shall  elect  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  as  provided 
in  the  constitution. 

Auditors.  At  this  meeting  they  shall  also  appoint  two  of  their  number,  to  serve 
for  one  year  as  Auditors  of  the  Treasurer’s  account. 


ARTICLE  II. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  stated  meeting  shall  be : — 1st.  Prayer. 
2d.  Call  of  Roll.  3d.  Reading  minutes  of  preceding  meeting.  4th. 
Reading  of  the  General  Agent’s  and  Missionaries’  Reports.  5th. 
Business.  Treasurer’s  Report.  6th.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  7th. 

Reports  of  Special  Committees.  8th.  Unfinished  Business.  9th. 

Appropriations.  10th.  New  Business. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
President.  gociety.  Jn  pig  absence  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  devolve  on  either 
of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

Sec.  2  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  summon  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  Board  of  Managers,  and  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
Recording  0f  game,  which  he  shall  carefully  record  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  prepare  the  Annual  Reports 
and  submit  them  to  the  Committee  on  Anniversary,  for  approval. 

Sec.  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all  the  corrts- 

Oorrespond’g  ,  ,  Jin' 

Secretary,  pondence  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Society. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  monies  received  for 
the  use  of  the  Society,  and  hold  them  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board. 
He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  by 
him  for  the  Association,  and  render  a  report  in  writing  of  the  condition 
of  the  Treasury,  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board.  And,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  he  shall  present  a  full  report  in  writing, 
duly  certified  to  by  the  Auditors  appointed  to  examine  his  accounts. 

Sec.  5.  The  following  shall  be  the  routine  for  the  payment  of  bills 
by  the  Treasurer,  viz  : 

First.  The  bill  to  be  marked  correct  by  the  General  Agent,  showing 
the  service  has  been  done  or  goods  received. 

Second.  To  be  taken  by  the  General  Agent  to  the  Chairman,  or  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  who  authorizes  the  debt  to  be  approved 

Third.  To  be  presented  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment.  But  all  bills 
unpaid  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  be  presented  there  for  approval 
before  payment,  and  the  Treasurer  may  at  his  discretion  refer  any  bill 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  before  paying  it. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
viz. : — 

A  committee  of  nine,  to  be  called  the  “Committee  on  Office,” 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  office 
and  those  employed  therein.  They  shall  make  such  arrangement  among 
themselves  as  will  insure  a  daily  visit  to  the  office,  by  one  of  their  num¬ 
ber,  during  the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  February 
and  March. 

Sec.  2.  A  committee  of  three,  to  be  called  a  “  Committee  of  Sup 
plies,”  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  furnishing  the 
Society  with  all  necessary  articles. 

Sec.  3.  A  committee  of  three,  to  be  called  the  ‘  Committee  on 
Finance,”  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  devise  means  to  keep  the  Treasury 
supplied  with  funds 

Sec.  4.  A  committee  of  five,  to  be  called  the  “  Committee  on 
Anniversary  and  Public  Meetings,”  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  all 
necessary  preparations  for  the  Anniversary  and  other  Public  Meetings 
of  the  Society. 

Sec.  5.  A  committee  of  three,  to  be  called  the  “  Committee  on  Pub¬ 
lications  and  Printing,”  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  reports  and  other

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papers  intended  for  publication  ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  examine 
the  same  carefully,  and  to  select  therefrom  and  publish  such  portions 
of  them,  as  in  their  judgment,  will  best  subserve  the  interests  of  the 
Society.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  make  such  other  publications 
or  advertisements  in  behalf  of  the  Societ3r,  as,  from  time  to  time,  they 
may  deem  advisable  and  necessary.  They  shall  also  have  charge  of 
all  printing  required  by  the  Board  or  Society, 
employment  Sec.  6.  A  committee  of  five,  to  be  called  the  “  Committee  on  Em¬ 
ployment,”  who  shall  direct  the  operations  of  the  “  Employment 
Department;”  and  superintend  the  binding  out  of  apprentices,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Agent  to  solicit  and  col¬ 
lect  funds,  &c.,  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Society,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  2d  article  of  the  Constitution.  He  shall  make  a  report

Agent,  of  such  collections,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  at  least 
once  a  month.  He  shall  also  make  report  to  the  Finance  Committee 
when  required.  He  shall  also  superintend  and  take  charge  of  the 
office  and  books  connected  therewith,  subject  to  the  oversight  and 
instructions  of  the  Committee  on  Office.  And  when  not  discharging 
any  of  the  foregoing  duties,  he  shall  perform  Missionary  service. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Missionaries  employed  by  this 
Association,  to  visit  the  poor  and  destitute  in  all  parts  of  the  city  and 
suburbs,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  their  wants,  and  imparting  such 
M'3Slonanes. religious  instruction  and  encouragement  as,  in  their  judgment  may  be 
required.  And  when  not  engaged  in  the  performance  of  these  duties, 
they  shall  solicit  and  collect  funds,  &c.,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Society,  and  make  report,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  at 
least  once  a  month.  They  shall  also  report  to  the  Finance  Committee 
when  required.  They  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  General 
Agent,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board,  or  any  of  the  Standing 
Committees. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  upon  proposition  for  that 
purpose  in  writing  being  made,  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Amendments.  Managers,  and  approved  and  adopted,  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  the  next  stated  meeting.  But,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  one  month  before  the 
meeting  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon.
